Under the 25th Amendment , a medically incapacitated president has the option of temporarily transferrin g power to the 
vice president and can reclaim his authority whenever he deems himself fit for duty. Since the amendment was ratified in 1967 , presidents have done so only three times. 
In 1985 , President Ronald Rea g an underwent a colonosco py and briefly turned over power to Vice President Geor g e Bush , althou g h he did not explicitly cite the 
amendment in doin g so.
